Homeowners group 
learns about insurance

."The United Homeowners 
Association of Unincorporated 
Antioch Township (UHAUA) met 
last week to learn about insur- 
ance needs of homeowners asso- 
ciations. Denisc Ulso and Lia 
Partipilo spoke to the group 
regarding the needed coverage. 

"You must make sure that not 
only the association has liability 
coverage, but also the directors 
and officers arc covered, along 
with the individual homeowner 
members," said Ulso. "If you 
don't, you are going to have gaps 
in the coverage." 

Ulso explained how, in. the 
event of a liability claim, every- 
one can be named in the lawsuit. 
"It is really important not to have 
gaps," she said. 

In addition to liability cover- 
age, Ulso suggested associations 
should purchase workers com- 
pensation coverage as well. In 
many associations park and 
beach maintenance people are 
hired to clean and mow common 
areas. 

A certificate of insurance is 
also a very necessary item, said 
Ulso. "You want to make, sure 
that whoever works for you has a 
certificate of insurance," 
explained Ulso. "They are issued 
free. If they (the contractor) docs 
not have one, they shouldn't 



work for you." 

• Ulso explained the certificate 
of insurance is needed whenever 
a subdivision hires an outside 
contractor to do work for the sub- 
division, such as snow removal. 
She also told the group that it is 
necessary to have the certificate 
of insurance be issued In the 
name of the subdivision. "That 
way you arc entitled to notice if 
the insurance is canceled or dis- 
continued," said Ulso. 

, Bonding was also discussed 
by Ulso. "I recommend every 
board member be added to the 
' bond," said Ulso. She explained 
that the bond is needed because 
sometimes board members han-. 
die association dues and fees. 

Partipilo then discussed indi- 
vidual homeowner coverage. She 
recommended homeowners look 
up the rating of an insurance 
company in the Best Manual, 
which can be found in the library. 
She suggested- homeowners 
evaluate their coverage, especial- 
ly in light of the escalating prop- 
" crty values. Partipilo also 
explained some of the differences 
in "replacement value" coverage. 
Partipilo distributed home 
inventory booklets for represen- 
tatives to take back to their mem- 
bers. She suggested while a com- 
plete inventory is a big Job, if 
done on a room-by-room basis, it 
is a bit easier.

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Independence Day Is a time 
for reflection and pride in our 
country. Antioch residents may 
also spend some time reminisc- 
ing on what Antioch was like in 
the "early years." 

Next time you're shopping at 
Piggly Wiggly, on Orchard Street, 
take a moment to appreciate the 
wonderful photos of "downtown 
Antioch" that arc proudly dis- 
played by the store entrance. - 
Rarely does one have the oppor- 
tunity to share in the civic pride 
that is obviously displayed there. 
Long-time residents will enjoy 
the following excerpts from the 
"Antioch Trivia Book, " published 
by the Antioch Woman's Club. If 
you're relatively new to Antioch, 
please enjoy this glimpse into our 
heritage. 

"As a Lake Villa area summer 
resident, I remember Antioch as 
the 'Big City.' It was very active 
and very much alive as compared - 
to its nearby towns. That's where 
the action was! During the sum- 
mer, on Friday and Saturday 
evenings, Antioch was bubbling 
with Chicago residents coming to 
the Chain-of- Lakes for the week- 
end. The stores were all open and 
King's Drug Store was the place 
for teenagers to go for ice cream, 
sodas and sundaes. If I remember 
correctly, you could purchase a 
sundae for about 15 cents!" 

"It is the day after Labor Day, 
1926, and school has started. The 
police chief has been up since 5 
a.m. sweeping Main Street. 
Around 7. a.m., the merchants 
sweep their respective store front 
walks. In warm weather they 
sweep, come winter they will 
shovel the snow. With school in 
session, the police chief had to be 
down at the grade school before 9 
a.m., again at the lunch hour and 
then, by 3 p.m. to help the little 
ones safely across the street." 
. "In the past three or four 
years, the village has expanded. 
The two banks "have beautiful 
new buildings.. King Drug store 
also has a new building with an 
interior balcony for their ice 
cream customers. Walt Chinn's 
popcorn wagon is next door to 
Kings. Me made the best popcorn 
in the world. The Fire 
Department has a new truck and 
the new barn on the cast side of 
Main and Orchard; with the 
Village Hall and library in back 
and the jail below. Across the 
street on each corner stood the 
Blue Willow Hotel (formerly the 
Simon Hotel) and the Edgar 
House (later Mortcnsen's). There 
was no Broadway (now Taft 
Street) and Wilton Street was 
called Pig Tail Alley. Hillside and 
Orchard did not meet The lights 
on the side streets were turned off 
at 9 p.m.; however, the lights on 
Main Street stayed on until mid- 
night." 



Saturday night everybody 
came to town to shop. Pa chewed 
the rag with the other men. Ma' 
spent his money and the kids sat 
in the car waiting for a treat- Cars 
parked diagonally." 

"Williams Brothers 

Department Store was the place 
mother did her shopping. When 
going in the front door, to the left 
was all the dry-goods and on the 
right side was all the hardware. 
Going straight to the back was the 
grocery store. Mother took her 
eggs in crates and exchanged 
them for staple groceries she 
needed. Since she canned all our 
vegetables, fruits and meats, she 
only needed coffee, tea, sugar, 
etc. One time, the store was giv- 
ing green glass dishes with pur- 
chases. Mother was getting as 
many as she could manage, she 
thought they were so pretty. One 
day my father came home from 
town with a box of various pieces. 
Mr. Barnstable, who worked 
there, said the offer was oyer and 
he; sent all the leftovers to 
Mother. She was delighted. I still 
have those dishes." 

"There was a red popcorn 
stand on Main Street in front of a 
tavern located next to Williams 
Store." 

."In Antioch, on Main Street, in 
the building where the Moose 
Hall is now located, during the 
summer, we could buy many, 
delicious flavors of ice cream that 
was made on the premises," 

"Nielsen BBQ Restaurant on 
Rtc. 59 and Grasslake.Road stim- 
ulated business during the 
Depression by showing free out- 
door movies every Thursday 
' night We would walk two miles' 
to an evening of free fun, carrying 
our blanket and pillows to sit out- 
doors on the grass."

who owned the drug store on 
Main Street, . would give any 
grammar school child a free ice 
cream cone." 

'.'Where the old Jewel parking 
lot used to be stood the 'Board of 
Trade Building.' It was a dilapi- 
dated old shack only about 8 by 
10 feet The old duffers used to 
meet there In the afternoons to 
discuss town politics or to play 
cards. Winter or summer, the 
windows were always open to 
clear the air and allow the men to 
spit tobacco without getting 
up.. .a source of amusement and a 
bit of annoyance to the rest of the' 
villagers." 

"I also remember the old mill 
being were Pittman Pontiac now 
stands. During the war years, my 
mother made me dresses and 
pinafores from flour sacks." 

"We would walk two miles to 
Antioch to shop at the Williams 
Department Store for fabric,' 
clothes, garden implements, 
household items or many things 
for the farm." 

My own memories of Antioch 
don't reach as far back as those 
mentioned above. One of my ear- 
liest recollections is the 75th 
Centennial Celebration. My 
father and brother spent several 
very hot days cutting ice-cold 
watermelon to give away. 
Everyone involved- in the 
Centennial wore old-fashioned 
garments and volunteered for all 
the centennial events. The great 
thing about Antioch— which still 
exists today — is the willingness to 
get involved and the positive spir- 
it that accompanies that involve- 
ment.

new child care resources, and aid 
in the training and technical 
assistance for child care 
providers. The units also analyze 
area child care needs and 
demand. 

"We have listings of home day 
care, centers, nanny agencies, 
and pre schools," said Linda 
Snyder, of the YWCA of 
Northeastern Illinois Child Care 
Resource and Referral Agency. "If 
they are licensed by DCFS we get 
a listing every month. We then 
contact them to get the pertinent 
information." * 

Another new program just 
starting up in the Lake, County 



s the Lake County Business 
Partnership Child Care Initiative 
(CCI). This is a unique partner- 
ship between area corporations, 
child welfare agencies, and day 
care providers to increase the 
availability and quality of infant 
and toddler home day care. 

"What we do is look for home 
day care providers," explained 
Dena Thompson at CCI. "We 
help them to get their license, we 
help them get equipment to get 
started. Then, we forward the 
Information to CCR&R."

Villages win victory in Framework Plan

In a show of renewed munici- 
pal power coupled with county 
cooperation, a compromise was 
reached in the wording of the 
Lake County Framework Plan. 

Municipalities along major 
interchanges, such as 1-94 and 
the proposed extension of Rtc. 53 
as well as other major highways, 
won an important victory that 
could . have potentially allowed 
for corporate high rises and other 
urban-like buildings to spring up 
near "major interchanges." 

The compromise docs not call 
for any new urban districts, "but 
concedes a property owner's due 
process to request a map amend- 
ment." The compromise was 
termed the "Raftis language." 
Dick Raftis is the Chairman of the 



Lake County Zoning and 
Planning Committee. 

The original draft clearly pro- 
hibited new urban districts out- 
side municipal growth areas, but 
in a controversial move officials 
representing W.W. Grainger Inc. 
requested a last-minute change 
to the plan which asked for an 
exception for urban districts near 
land parcels at major inter- 
changes or transit stations. 

Grainger,, a Skoklc-bascu 
components distribution compa- 
ny, is in the process of petitioning 
to have its property near 1-94 and 
Rte. 60 re-zoned urban. The area 
is currently zoned countryside. 

The Zoning and Planning 
Committee voted to eliminate 
Grainger's urban zoning petition 
in the Framework Plan.

from. Mettawa, said she was 
delighted that the committee 
"acknowledged that the language 
proposed by W.W. Grainger and 
inserted by the Regional Plan 
Commission into the Framework 
Plan was a major policy change." 
Representatives from Lake 
Forest, Lincolnshire, 

Lindcnhurst, Grayslake, 

Harrington and Long Grove were 
on hand to voice their support for 
the original language prohibiting 
. new' urban districts. They also 
protested the process in which 
Grainger was able to slip in its 
proposal without a public hear- 
ing process. 

Don Klein, executive director 
of the Barrington Area Council of 
Governments, pointed out that 
the ambiguous language pro- 
posed by Grainger could have 



permitted urban zoning along 
any of the strategic regional arte- 
rials or major county highways. 

"You could come up with 
hundreds of potential intersec- 
tions for potential urban uses," 
Klein said. 

The compromise also allows 
for municipalities and the county 
to develop further controls for 
major projects to provide greater 
assurances that developers are 
• building what they propose. 

A developer, for example, 
could seek a zoning change but 
build something beyond what 
was originally planned. 

"The controls allow us to 
tighten up," said County Board 
member Pam Newton (R- Vernon 
Hills). "It gives the county more 
control over developers." 



Clerk candidates pledge to give 
landscape a break from signs

County Clerk candidates want 
to run a clean campaign — an 
environmentally clean campaign, 
that is. 

Democrat candidate Kathy 
Ryg challenged Republican can- 
didate Willard Hclander to limit 
the use of campaign signs to pri- 
vate property and private vehi- 
cles. 

Cluttering the countryside 
and popular village intersections 
with campaign signs has caused a 
stir among voters as well as local 
politicians. 

Municipalities have various 
restrictions on campaign sign 
placement, but out of the race for 
name recognition, volunteers 
working for candidates were still 
notorious for putting up cam- 
paign signs in forbidden areas. 

Officials from Lindcnhurst, 
for example, took down all illegal 
signs during the primaries. 

In a letter to Hclander, Ryg 
wrote, "We can also demonstrate 
to the voters and other candi- 
dates that signs and posters plas- 
tered throughout the open spaces 
of the county arc not necessary to 
a successful campaign." 

Ryg called the agreement a 
"win-win situation" for the can- 



didates and the citizens. 

"Signs on private property 
reflects someone's decision to 
endorse the candidacy," Ryg said. 
She later told Lakeland 
Newspapers that the agreement 
could be a cost-effect measure for 
both sides as well. 

Although Hclander has spo- 
ken to the media, Ryg said she 
hasn't received a response from 
Hclander. 

Hclander said she welcomes 
the idea and wishes to extend the 
agreement to telephone poles as 
well. Even though it is illegal to 
post campaign signs on tele- 
phone poles, she said, signs still 
manage to appear on them. 

"I don't have any problem 
with that," she said. "I certainly 
would not want to litter the land- 
scape." 

Helandcr pointed to a strong 
record of conservation and envi- 
ronmental concerns. 

She is also an avid supporter 
of recycling. In fact, she quipped, 
she has many signs from the pri- 
maries stored at home waiting to 
be re-used.

The Navy's top military offi- 
cial returned "home" to Great

Adm. Jeremy Michael "Mike" 
Boorda, who became the 25th 
Chicf.of Naval Operations (CNOK 
on April 23, served as reviewing 
officer at the recruit graduation 
and guest speaker at the post 
review luncheon. 

The admiral addressed issues 
of concern to military personnel 
and gave the oath of re-enlist- - 
ment to four Navy members at an 
open meeting of civilian and mil- 
itary personnel. 

"This is just like coming home 
for me,", the CNO told Ills audir 
encc of 2,000.

Tm trying to get around the 
Navy and talk to as many people 
as I can," he said. 
Boorda, who as CNO Is a member 
of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, said in 
his two months on the job he has 
visited fleet activities, been 
involved :with ; jth& Navy's budget 
process, and has been planning 
Navy programs for the following 
years. 

The admiral stressed the 
importance of needing a ready 
Navy. "One of my goals is to make 
sure we don't get too little and 
that we don't make the Navy too 
old," he said. -"We need to keep 
buying new ships and airplanes 
even as wc get smaller. Those 
-ships and planes don't come for a 
while. By the time they do, the old 
ones will not be working as well. 

"We want to make the Navy 
the size we can afford and that 



can do the job - the right size

"The good fate of Great Lakes 
' is' sealed," the admiral said, refer- 
ring to the decision of the Base 
Closure and Realignment 
Commission to keep Great Lakes 
open. "This Is one of the few

Boorda noted that the Navy's 
goal is to close what is going to be 
closed in as quick a manner as 
possible, "to save money and give'* 
the taxpayers the most value for 
their money."

best serve the child's and family's 
needs. Essentially, there arc 
three choices: care in your own 
home by a relative or non-rela- 
tive, care in a provider's home or 
care in a center. 

The first consideration should 
he the child 's age. Infants require 
a great deal of one-on-onc care. 
Older children need less one-on- 
onc care and often benefit from 
having more exposure to other 
children. 

"We do not recommend any 
one home or center," said 
Syndcr. "It is a personal prefer- 
ence for the parents. They need 
to decide whether they want 
more one-to-one contact. In a 
center, they can have more 
infants to a room than home day 
care providers." 

Parents need to also evaluate 
the child or children's sociability. 
A shy child could be over- 
whelmed by a large group of peo- 
ple and may benefit from a set- 
ting with only a few other chil- 
dren. On the other hand, very 
sociable children would enjoy a 
larger group setting. 

"A center would have more 
children," said Snyder. "There 
arc more children to socialize 
with in a center. But, parents also 
need to look at the curriculum to 
sec what the children will be 
doing all day. Also, some parents 
feel more comfortable in a center 
with more people around. It is a 
personal preference." 

The number of children from 
the family to be placed in child 
care is also a consideration. 
Some children would be dis- 
turbed by a separation from sib- 
lings. Large facilities often have 
separate areas for different aged 
children. 

Also, toilet training is a con- 
sideration. Many nursery schools 
and community sponsored 
groups require a child to be toilet

Once bright prospects for expansion of a small air- 
port to serve commercial needs of rapidly growing 
west Lake County have diminished to virtual extinc- 
tion. Too bad. 

Two things would have to happen to revive the con- 
cept of Campbell Airport serving commerce in neigh- 
boring business areas including Libertyville, 
Mundelein, Wauconda, McHenry, Grayslake, Lake Villa 
and Antioch besides providing an economic develop- 
ment tool for the Round Lake area: 

l.The owner of the private facility would have to 
change his mind about selling. 

2.The financial condition of Round Lake Park would 
have to improve to the point where the village would 
be in a position to acquire the airport and thereby pro- 
vide the necessary underpinning of governmental 
authority. 

Mayor Charlene Beyer cast a tie-breaking vote that • 
effectively made acquisition and development of an 
airport moot. In shelving acquisition for the public of 
Campbell Airport, the mayor said she was acting with 
a heavy heart. While voting in the current best inter- 
ests of the village, Beyer said she believes the , 
Campbell acquisition makes long range sense for her 
community and neighboring communities. 

In the complicated network of interwoven airports of 
various sizes and responsibilities, Campbell was seen 
by federal aeronautics advisers as playing a key sup- 
port and backup role. Ever expanding U.S. trans- 
portation needs dictate that small airports with 
upgrade capabilities like Campbell are vital. The 
Illinois Dept. of Aeronautics solidly supported acquisi- 
tion of Campbell Airport by Round Lake Park. 

As long as the land on which Campbell is situated is 
used for air transportation, plans to upgrade the field 
as a support facility and an integral part of west Lake 
County commerce cannot be written off entirely.

Grainger backing questionable 

Editor 

Robert Ratch, chairman of the Lake County 
Regional Planning Commission, defends his com- 
mission from unnamed critics who allege corrup- 
tion. I have closely followed the Grainger debate 
and the Framework Plan revision process, yet I am 
unaware of what person or what organization 
alleged that corruption was involved in the inser- 
tion of Grainger's proposal for urban zoning at 
interchanges and transit stations throughout the 
county. 

What was questioned was the lightning speed of 
the County Planning staff recommendation to the 
Regional Plan Commission. The staff received the 
13 Grainger suggestions late, yet on the same day 
included them in their 66 pages of recommenda- 
tions to the RPC. The speedy action of the RPC was 
questioned when, eight days after receipt of the staff 
recommendations, it approved four Grainger pro- 
posals, including one relating to urban zoning at 
interchanges. Grainger's exact wording was accept- 
ed with no public discussion and without bringing 
this significant change from "no new urban dis- 
tricts" to "many possible new urban districts" to the 
attention of those who attended the year long scries 
of public Framework Plan hearings. Without such a 
change, the RPC could not have approved 
Grainger's request to rczonc its residential land to 
See LETTERS page B5

urban, which the RPC did approve on that very same day. 

Mr. Ratch also remarked that he has never witnessed a 
more "generous offer" than Grainger's to donate half of its 
land to the Forest Preserve District He should note that 
the offer to donate land to the Forest Preserve is not 
among the criteria to be considered by zoning authorities 
when evaluating the desirability of a zoning change. He 
fails to note that the potential rczoning of Grainger's par- 
cel to urban would increase its value by $15 million, while 
the Forest Preserve land is worth about $8 million, result- 
ing in a net gain of $7 million for Grainger. Many others 
might make similar donations if they could rczonc resi- 
dential land to urban. 

Mr. Ratch may not have had sufficient time to study all 
aspects of Grainger's project He suggests that Grainger 
would create 1,000 new Jobs, yet I have heard Grainger 
repeatedly claim 500 new jobs. He also points to the $1.7 
millibri'ih rcalcstate taxes trieGralngcr project would gen- 
crate', But tie'faiis'to mention i that building only 92 percent 
of the 107 homes this property is currently zoned for, 
would generate the same tax revenue. 

Mr. Ratch indicated that Grainger, Mcttawa and CASS 
(Citizens Against Suburban Sprawl) each got requested 
Framework Plan revisions. Mr. Ratch seems to equate 
these revisions, which clearly are not comparable. 

Mr. Ratch is perplexed about why Grainger should be 
inhibited from constructing its office building on what is 
now residential land. 

1 am perplexed about why county officials arc so 
aggressively aiding and abetting a company that comes to 
Lake County, spurns our office parks, buys residential 
land and attempts to convert it to urban use against the 
clearly stated wished of the surrounding communities and 
their residents.

I havelivcd in Lake County my entire life (38 years) and 
have worked for W. W. Grainger, Inc. for the past 13 years. 
My parents still live in the house I grew up in. Their house 
is now surrounded by other houses in place of the open 
fields my brothers and friends and I had to play in, and I 
will admit that my house is on one of those formerly open 
fields. 

Development is inevitable, and even desirable if done 
properly. Grainger's plans for their corporate campus at 1- 
294 and Rte. 60 fit into the desirable category for the fol- 
lowing reasons: 

1. The land will not be overdeveloped. Of the 525 acres:

3. Jobs for Lake County, Grainger is estimating an addi- 
tional 500 new jobs for Lake County. 



4. Conservation Development Plan at W.W. Grainger 
Inc's expense, not Lake County taxpayers' expense. This 
plan could and should be used as a model for other devel- ■ 
opcrs with eyes for developing property in Lake County. It 
is a plan which will enhance, not detract, from the current 
attributes of the land with its beautiful trees and wildlife 
yet serve to benefit the residents of Lake County by con- 
tributing new annual tax revenues of $1.7 million. 

For the few negative but loud voices in Mettawa who 
choose to keep this property undeveloped by maintaining 
it as five-acre residential zoning, for which there is 
absolutely no demand for in that location, at the expense 
of all Lake County residents, it's time to stop thinking of 
yourselves and start considering how Lake County and all 
of its residents would best be served.

Why is it that threats by corporate America to pack up 
and leave the state generally produce a windfall for the 
corporation? Over the last several years, we have all read 
how companies have decided to close up shop in Illinois 
and move. With this threat comes action by the gover- 
nor to forgive taxes, subsidize land purchases and pay to 
retrain the company's work force.

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Options for child care 




In-home care Is the hiring of some- 
one to come Into your home on a reg- 
ular basis to care for your child or chil- 
dren. 
The advantages Include: 

Convenience 

Individual care for your child. 

Familiar environment for your child. 

Ease of caring for a sick child. 

Some housekeeping may be Includ- 
ed. 

Can be economical If you have sev- 
eral children. 
Disadvantages Include: 

Screening applicants Is your responsi- 
bility. 

Need for back-up If the caretaker Is 
111. 

More expensive than other choices 
for one child. 

Subsidies for low Income parents are 
unavailable. 

Social security payments and fringe 
benefits are your responsibility. 

There Is no state regulation or licens- 
ing. 

Several metropolitan Chicago area 
colleges offer nanny training, and some 
agencies list practical nurses and care- 
takers for In-home child care. (Ask 
agencies about their fees before com- 
mitting yourself). Be sure to Interview 
providers carefully and check refer- 
ences. 

Family day care homes provide care 
for a small number of children In a state 
licensed home. The number of children 
allowed varies with the ages of the chil- 
dren being cared for, Including the 
provider's own children under age 14 
and any adult assistants employed by 
the provider. The provider's license 
(which should be posted) tells how 
many children may be cared for, which 
areas of the home may be used and 
whether night care may be provided. 
(No license Is required if three children 
or fewer are being cared for, or if all the 
children are from the same family). 

Advantages of family day care 
homes Include: Home-like atmosphere, 
stimulation from other children, possibil- 
ity of flexible hours, individualized care 



for special needs, mildly III child may be 
accommodated, possible overnight 
care. Possible subsidies for low Income 
parents. 

Disadvantages Include: Need for 
back-up In case of Illness In child or 
provider, responsibility for transportation 
to and from home, children In groups 
become 111 more often, depending on 
the provider, there may be too little 
structure and stimulation for an older 
child. 

Child care centers are facilities 
where children are cared for In a group 
setting. Most centers require state licen- 
sure. Exceptions Include those operat- 
ed by school districts and governmen- 
tal agencies and those meeting specif- 
ic criteria detailed In state law. The 
Illinois Dept. of Children and Family 
Services (DCFS), state fire marshals and 
local health departments conduct reg- 
ular Inspections of licensed facilities to 
Insure that they meet minimum stan- 
dards of health and safety, and 
employees are screened against 
records of child abuse and neglect. 
Some centers have also met the higher 
standards for accreditation by the 
National Academy of Early Childhood 
Programs (NAEYC). 

Some advantages of child care cen- 
ters are: Trained staff, more diversified 
equipment and activities, planned cur- 
riculum, predictable, formal proce- 
dures for vacations, staff absences, 
stimulation from other children, possibil- 
ity of sliding scale of fees or state subsi- 
dies. 

Disadvantages Include: Possibility of 
frequent staff changes, less flexibility in 
drop off and pick-up times, exposure to 
other children's illnesses, need for back- 
up when child Is III, responsibility for 
transportation. 

Costs of child care vary consider- 
ably, and can be quite expensive, 
even though child care providers are 
not well paid. Several subsidy programs 
are available for low Income parents. If 
you think you may qualify, be sure to 
ask potential child care providers 
whether they participate in any subsidy 
programs or have, a sliding scale of 
fees. 

Be sure to keep good records of your 
child care expenses. Including the 
social security number of the provider, 
as some portion of these expenses may 
be deductible from your Income tax. 
Also ask your employer If any child care, 
benefits, such as a voucher system, are 
available.

that Mundclcin. The progression 
of names is but one intriguing 
facet of the area explained in the 
museum. 

The Historical Society of the 
Fort Hill Country. (Fremont 
Township and parts of Avon and 
Libcrtyvillc townships) was orga- 
nized in 1956 to preserve area 
history, but it was not until 19B3 
that the actual museum came to 
be. 

The Soo Line (railroad) 
donated the Mundelcin station to 
the Society in 1900; the 
Mundelcin Park District con- 
tributed a site a few blocks away. 
The task of putting the two 
together provided some memo- 
rable moments in society history 
as the depot was removed from 
the site and transported by truck 
to the present location. Once 



metal device identified as a 
"horse-drawn ice cutter used on 
Diamond Lake in the early 
1900s." Inside, a photo of the tool 
in operation is on display near an 
old-fashioned ice box. To com- 
plete the display, a sign for the 
iceman shows what size block the 
housewife wants delivered. 

Guests share the museum 
with life-like mannequins from 
the Woman's World Clothing Co. 
A soldier from World War II 
stands not far from a woman in 
an. 1880s wedding dress. Another 
woman appears to be wearing a 
sundress, but on closer inspec- 
tion the outfit is a bathing dress 
from 1918, complete with stock- 
ings and bathing shoes. 

At one end of the building is 
part of the original baggage 
room, trimmed to fit the new site. 
An old baggage cart holds trunks, 



barrels and milk jugs. Next to it is 
a fire cart (hose reel) that was 
pulled not by horses but by four 
men. An assortment of tools chal- 
lenges the imagination to guess 
their purpose. A favorite item is 
Leonard Schmitt's "pushmo- 
bile," a scooter made, from 
an old crate, which he tells 
visiting children is "the 
grandfather of the skate- 
board." 

A teacher and several 
children inhabit the other 
side of the baggage area, fur- 
nished to look like an old- 
time school room. Two of the 
desks arc from the old Fort 
Hill School; the society is try- 
ing to find inkwells for them. 
A U.S. map from 1057 and an 
authentic slate blackboard add to 
the charm. 

In the main room, several dis- 
play cases donated by the Field 
Museum offer an array of. hats, 
toys, cameras and war memora- 
bilia. An extensive sampling of 
World War II artifacts includes 
German, Italian and Japanese 
helmets, ration books, and an 
emergency signaling mirror. 

The ladies' waiting room was 
used to provide a quiet, more pri- 
vate area for the gentler sex. It 
now appropriately contains a 
number of displays of particular 
interest to women. The signature 
quilt, completed by Society 
members in 1976, displays the 
names of the quUtcrs along with 
many others who paid to have 
their names embroidered around 
the edge. A 100-year-old quilting

Looking down from the rim of the Grand Canyon to the Colorado river 
below can be a breathtaking experience.- What may appear to be a 
small rock below can actually be as big as a story high building!

Grill marinated chicken for holiday

Summer's best party weekend is here. If you're planning on 
having company, you'll probably be serving up chicken because 
nothing is as affordable and tasty as grilled chicken. Following arc 
a few chicken recipes I created that always go over well; The mea- 
surements arc approximate,' a little less, a little more will be fine. 

Start out with about a dozen mixed pieces of chicken and a 
large aluminum roaster. Pour sauce on chicken and marinate for 
about an hour In refrigerator. When the coals are ready, remove 
the chicken from the marinade and brown each side. Then return, 
chicken to aluminum pan with marinade and simmer in covered 
Weber grill for about 1 II hour. Poke the thighs or breasts to sec if 
all pink Is gone. With the Cajun recipe, you may want to add some 
mesquitc wood pieces to the coals.

The fact that many believe 
that there arc some people who 
turn into human/wolves at night 
is not the crux of the movie. It's 
really a love story and the talc of 
a materialistic wimp turning into 
a man with both the physical and 
mental strength of a wild animal. 

It was a dark and dreary night 
and Nicholson, a milktoast public 
relations man, gets bitten by a 
wolf after he hits it with his car 
on a snowy desolate road. 

First he shows a personality 
change, falls in love with Pfeiffer, 
a poor little rich girl who will do 
anything to irritate her father 
(Christopher Plumber), and then 
discovers strange things are hap- 
pening to him. 

Spader is Nicholson's conniv- 
ing, literally back-biting, protegd. 

The premise in this story is 
that a werewolf is only bad when 
the man he was had evil tenden- 
cies.

EHS Health, Care, Oak Brook, 
and ..Lutheran General 
HcalthSystem, Park Ridge, have 
approved a letter of intent which 
could lead to v a merger of the two 
organizations. 

The combined, Chicago area 
health care organization that 
would result if the merger is com- 
pleted', would have annual net 
revenues of more than $1.2 bil- 
lion, over 19,000 employees, 
3,550 physicians and would be 
one. of thejargest and most acccs- / 
siblc health networks in, 
Chicagoland with 177 sites of . 
care. The new organization also 
would be one of the largest reli- 
giously sponsored heath care 
organizations in the nation dedi- 
cated to church-originated mis- 
sions of health care for all people. 
"Both EHS, which is related to 
the United Church of Christ, and 
LGHS, . sponsored by the 
Evangelical Lutheran Church in 
America, have a history of com- 
munity service to the medically 
disadvantaged that is rooted in 
their shared religions values, 
charitable mission and wholistic 
care for the individual," Richard 
Phillips, M.D., LGHS board chair- 
person said. 

"The proposed merger of EHS 
Health Care and Lutheran 
General HcalthSystem not only 
has importance for the people we 
serve in the Chicagoland area, 
but it is a positive example of 
inter-church . cooperation in the 
nation as it struggles with health 
care reform," said Rev. Dr. Paul 
H. Sherry, president of the United 
Church of Christ.

For many people, summer 
means enjoying the beauty of 
Lake County by riding a bicycle. 
The Lake County Health 
Department reminds parents to 
make sure their children of bike 
riding age wear approved hel- 
mets. Each year 350,000 children 
arc injured in falls from bikes, 
with almost half of these 10 years 
of age or younger, According to 
Dale Galassie, executive director 
of the health department, it Is 
important to protect the head in 
such a fall, 

"Severe head injuries can lead 
to death or permanent disabili- 
ty," he stated. "A bicycle helmet, 
however, can reduce this risk." 

The following are the most 
commonly asked questions 
about bike helmets: 

•How do I choose helmets for 
my children? 

Recommended bicycle hel- 
mets have approval stickers from 
SNELL, ANSI, or CSA. The 
approval sticker means the hel- 
met meets safety standards. 

The important part of the hel- 
met is a thick, firm styrofoam 
liner. Helmets intended for other 
sports do not provide the safest 
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Safe Sitter classes

White, yellow and orange arc 
the best helmet colors for visibili- 
ty. Let your children help select 
their own helmets and decorate 
them with stickers. They will be 
more interested in wearing them. 

•How can I get my children to ' 
wear their helmets? 

Allow your children to ride 
their, bicycles only when they 
wear their helmets. Be consistent. 
Wearing a helmet fs like buckling 
a safety belt Wear it every time, 
every ride, because no one can 
predict when an injury will hap- • 
pen, In fact, most injuries occur 
less than one mile from home. 

Other tips include rewarding 
your riders with praise when they 
wear their helmets, wearing a 
helmet yourself to serve as a role 
model, showing them profession- 
al riders who always wear hel- 



mets and discussing the fact that 
they could be seriously hurt If 
they fall and hit their heads. 

•flow should helmets fit? 

A helmet should fit your 
child's head snugly. It fits well If it 
doesn't move around on the head 
or slide down over the eyes when 
pushed or pulled. Helmets 
should be worn squarely on top 
of the head, covering the fore- 
head, If tipped back, they won't 
protect the forehead. 

•Mow long do helmets last? 

A helmet may last four to five 
years, unless involved in a colli- 
sion and then It needs to be 
replaced. 

"Remember, the price you pay 
for a helmet is worth it to ensure 
the safety of your child," conclud- 
ed Galassie. For more informa-

A Tool Quality Management Organization 
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Container gardening otters myriad of planting 




You don't neod a yard to have a 
garden to be proud of. Container gar- 
dening offers a myriad of planting pos- 
sibilities for Ihe patto, deck, balcony, 
window box, roof top— you name It. 
And even If you do have a yard, don't 
limit your gardening to ground level. 
Take It from the experts at the Profes- 
sional Plant Growers Assn., whose mem- 
bers provide gardeners with potted 
and bedding plants: Plants can go any- 
where that soil, water, light and Imagi- 
nation can go. 

Flowers' are blooming In everything, 
from the traditional clay potto elegant 
handmade containers, wheel barrows, 
cast iron kettles and wooden wine 
casks cut In half. Barrel containers can 
be half buried on their. sides with soil 
mounded inside so it looks as If the flow- 
ers are "spilling* out. Decks can be built 
with window-box railings or cubicles to 
cover large pots. Use your Imagination 
to plant what you flnd-an old stone bar- 
becue grill cooking with coleus, an 
abandoned sand box with castles of 
celosla, an outgrown swing set swinging 
with hanging geraniums— Transform a 
"white elephant" In your yard Into a 
blooming focal point. 

Containers not only let you enjoy 
plants In non-yard locations, they also 
give you the flexibility to move and 
change. If you leave plants In their orig- 
inal pots and just set them Inside their 
j decorative containers, they can be 
easily replaced with fresh substitutes. If 



you fill the planter with decorative 
mulch to cover the pot rims, your plants 
look as If they were planted directly Into 
the container. You can use this mobile 
method to keep sun-loving plants In a 
shady area. Buy two sets of plants and 
rotate them every week or two, so they 
get enough sun to thrive. 
You can also rotate plants Just for the 
fun of It. For seasonal variety try colorful, 
fragrant hyacinths, crocuses, daffodils 
and tulips In spring, edged by bury the 
pots In the garden where they should 
bloom again, at their normal spring sea- 
son. Then you can unearth the pots and ' 
rotate them again. 

Replace the'faded bulbs with a dra- 
matic summer annual such as gerani- 
ums. Move the pansles or violas to a 
centerpiece cluster on your patio table 
and replace them with dangling vlnca 
vines around the geraniums. For 
planters In shady areas, big pots of 
Impatiens are an Impressive sight. In the 
fall, the geraniums can make way for 
mums with their variety of colors and 
flower forms. 

You can add another dimension to 
your planter by using a small, woody 
ornamental plant as the focal point sur- 
rounded by annuais-for example, a 
lush, pink azalea floating on a sea of 
white impatiens-or a dark, green yew 
encircled by red wax begonias. Ask 
your garden- center about the hardi- 
ness of such shrubs. If they won't survive 
your climate's winters, they will have to 



be overwintered In a greenhouse. Did 
you know that many commercial 
ranges now rent out space? 

Let your Imagination run wild with 
planter possibllltles-but don't forget the 
practical considerations. Containers 
have special water needs due to their 
limited size. First, they dry out more 
quickly than garden beds. This is partic- 
ularly tnje of porous, clay pots, hanging 
baskets, plants In full sun and small con- 
tainers. Check watering needs dally. 

Second, containers require 
drainage to prevent waterlogged 
roots. The best alternative. Is holes In the 
bottom of the container with a layer of 
burlap to keep soil from sifting through. 
Better than nothing is a layer of coarse 
gravel or broken pots at the bottom of 
the pot with burlap over the gravel to 
keep soil out so water can drain to the 
spaces between the stones. Another 
option is to place a drainagehole con- 
tainer Inside a larger, decorative con- 
tainer-bur make sure the Inner pot Is 
elevated so It doesn't sit In the' water 
that has drained Into the larger pot. 

When choosing plants for your con- 
tainer, consider the following: 

• Light— Most flowers are sun-lovers. 
If you're decorating a shady spot, try 
Impatiens, begonias, coleus, browallla, 
fuchsia or torenia. Check plant care 
tags and buy with your location In 
mlnd-or rotate containers to a sunny 
spot as suggested above. 

* Height— Put tall plants In the cen- 
ter of containers viewed from all sides. 



or the rear of ones viewed from one 
side only. Use shorter plants In the mid- 
dle and low or trailing varieties at the 
edge. 

• Distance— One-color-one-variety 
planters make a dramatic showing 
even when viewed from afar. Combi- 
nation plantings of several different 
varieties make for up-close Interest. 

When planting your container, fol- 
low these tips: 

• Use a soilless planting medium. 
Garden soil Is too heavy for containers 
and may carry insects and disease. 

• Water before planting. Mix until 
the soli Is uniformly moist and filled to 
about a half-Inch of the pot rlm. 

• Check watering needs dally. 
Containers dry faster than garden 
beds. 

• Turn planters for symmetrical 
growth. Plants "lean" toward the light. 
Keep the sunny side from outgrowing 
the shady side by turning pots periodi- 
cally . 

• Fertilize lightly but frequently. Use a 
water soluble plant food according to 
label directions. Make sure It is well di- 
luted or it may "burn" your plants. 

Time to start casting about for the 
perfect planter for your non-yard gar- 
den spot. Your local garden center has 
loads of alternatives-those that are 
decorative on their own and others 
that are Just the right size to fit Into that 
wicker chair without a seat, that brass 
umbrella stand, that wooden apple 
crate— You know what it Is; plant itl

There are many different types 
of trusts and reasons for. using 
them. Trusts arc currently used 
as one of the .most powerful 
estate planning tools. Trusts help 
to distribute assets as you wish 
while sheltering your assets from 
taxation.

Points to ponder when 
considering Joint purchase 



I received a coll from the 
daughter of an old friend of mine 
who Is interested In purchasing 
her first home with a roommate. 
She called to ask me things she 
should consider before actually 
buying a home with another per- 
son. She was very wise to ask for 
the Information as it helped her 
reach an objective decision that is 
right for her at this time in her 
life. 

Whenever you consider own- 
ing property jointly, there arc 
long term considerations to bear 
in mind. We have highlighted a 
few important points to clarify 
before going to contract: 

1. Look at the relationship of 
all the buyers. As college room- 
mates, the longevity of the rela- 
tionship may be limited to a few 
years. Project what will happen if 
one party wants to be bought out 
at a later date. Can one of the 
buyers handle the mortgage pay- 
ment and buy out alone? Often 
times it will take both incomes to 
support the payments. 

Ff one party opts for a change, 
where will that leave the other 
owner? Will you be forced to sell? 
It may be prudent to build in a 
"notice" clause in your agree- 
ment to allow for time for one 
party to sell their interest Do you 
as the remaining buyer have a 
right of "first refusal?" What if the 
other buyer sells to someone you 
arc not comfortable with? 
j These are questions that may 
dampen the initial enthusiasm of 
home ownership, but arc critical 
to harmony later on when the 
relationship may shift for any 
number of reasons. 

2. Provisions on an agree- 
ment might need to address addi- 
tional persons one or the other of 
the owners may want to bring 




into the 
jointly 
owned 
property. If 
buyer one 
brings in 
another 
person to 
live with, 
that makes 
buyer two 

crazy, then it is better to have 
some kind of provision for settle- 
ment prearranged for possible 
problems or complications. 

3. Decide how title will be 
held prior to purchase. As joint 
tenants, if one party dies, the 
other party enjoys the right of 
survivorship. However, if title is 
held in a tenancy in common, 
one party can dispose of their 
share to whomever they choose, 
leaving the other divisional 
owner at a possible disadvantage 
depending on the circumstances. 

4. Outline a set of guidelines 
for repairs in advance. If one 
party wants to put on a new roof, 
and the other party doesn't want 
to invest the money, what hap- 
pens? Delineating specific points 
of repair or replacement can 
make improvements an easier 
subject to deal with. Keeping 
track of which owner has con- 
tributed the investment/ 
improvement dollars can make 
reimbursement at the time of sale 
easier and clearer. 

These are just a handful of the 
questions you may want to ask 
yourself before investing with 
others in the home 
ownership /real estate invest- 
ment game.

He has long-range capabili- 
ties as he leads the American 
League in triples once again. 

But the White Sox star has not 
lost sight of what is truly impor- 
tant Not even as he appears to be . 
at the peak of his game and his 
team starting the week poiscd.to 
.take over first place.- ~ . * : 

"I enjoy talking to the kids," 
Johnson said during a stop-over 
at Video and Music store in 
Grayslake. 

His message, in the team's 
Adopt-A-School program, is a tra- 
ditional one. 

"I tell kids to do their home- 
work, mind their parents and 
hang around with the right peo- 
ple," Johnson said. 

Johnson, who joined the Sox 
in 1988, has his faith squarely 
resting in Jesus Christ. "If not for 
Him, I would not be able to do 
what ! am doing," Johnson said. 
"I wake up every morning and say 
it is a beautiful day." 

Johnson, age 30, recalls grow- 
ing up in Cincinnati. "I remem- 
ber watching the Big Red Ma- 
chine with Joe Morgan, Pete Rose 
and Dave Parker," he said while 
signing autographs. 

Johnson has a keen ability to 
nail the three-bagger. He led the 
league in triples with 13, 12 and 
14 the last three seasons. He be- 
came only the fourth player in 
major league history to lead the 
league three straight times. 

"I do not try and hit triples, it 
just happens," Johnson said. 

Johnson, who was a pitcher 
prc-minor league level, has been 
a consistent defensive outfielder. 
He has committed 10 errors only 
once in his major league career. 
He had a streak of 116 straight 
games without committing an 
error. 

"On the great catches, I hon- 
estly do not think I am going to 
make the catch. I look up and it is 
in there," Johnson said. 

Such was the case when he 
pulled one back to the park 
against Texas' Will Clark. 

Johnson signed each piece of 
paper, hat or bat "One Dog", his 



nickname. 

"I think that was Ken Harrel- 
son's doing," Johnson said, re- 
ferring to the Sox announcer. 

Johnson's accomplishments 
in 1993 were impressive. He 
ranked among the top 10 in hit- 
ting with a .31 1 And stolen bases 
with 35. He was the third hardest 
batter in the league to strikeout. 



He collected his 600th career hit 
and started the season with a 14- 
game hitting streak, the longest 
best start by a Sox in 30 years. 

Johnson had playoff experi- 
ence before the 1993 American 
League Championship series 
with Toronto. He recorded the 
first World Series steal by a pinch 
hitter for St. Louis in 1987. 



"That was a little scary. But 
that experience helped last year. 
The guys who had been in that 
situation before did better," 
Johnson said. 

He would like nothing better 
than to take advantage of that 
experience once again. Of course, 
keeping an eye on the bigger pic- 
ture.
